Having defeated Bragg and driven him from 
his stronghold, Grant now commenced matur- 
ing plans for the great final campaigns. His 
idea was to move from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta and thence to Mobile unless comething 
should intervene in the meantime to force him 
in the direction of Savannah from Atlanta. In 
a letter written that winter Grant said sharp 
fighting would occur in the spring, and if the 
Union forces were successful the War would 
be ended in a year. Grant was now made 
Lieutenant-General and placed in command of 
the armies of the Republic. But one person, 
George Washington, bad ever beld the 
position before. (Winficid Scott merely bad 
the brevet.) The 3d day of March, 1864, be 
was ordered to Wasbington. His intention at 
that time was to return from Washington and 
lead the armies of Sherman, Thomas, and 
Schoficid to Atianta. Unforeseen events, how- 
ever, changed his intention and forced him to 
tne East, but his cumpaign was carried out al- 
most to the letter by others. Having assumed 
supreme command March 17, he at once pro- 
ceeded to establish his headquarters in the fleld 
at Culpepper, Va.

ized to appoint two clerks to assist in the 
count. The judges are authorized to pass 


upon the qualifications of voters and to 


interrogate any one who offers a vote, and 
any person who refuses to answer these ques- 
tions or to make oath that he is a legal voter 
will have his vote rejected. The clerks are 
to keep lists giving the names and residences 
of persons voting, persons challenged, and 
the decision of the board upon the challenges. 
The ballot-boxes must be opened and shown 
to the voters before any votes are deposited 
in them, and they must not be removed from 
the polling-places nor from the view of the 
voters before the ballots are counted after 
the closing of the polls. The number of 
ballots must tally with the number of names 
on the poll-list, and after they have been 
counted and the result publicly announced 
the judges must publicly destroy the ballots. 
The lists are to be retained, and all that re- 
mains is to issue certificates of election. 
These are substantially the provisions of the 
new law, and in order that they may be fair- 
ly tested and that there may be no confusion 
the committee should see to it that the proper 
poll-books, tally-lists, and ballot-boxes are in 
readiness. 

To make the test of the new law as com- 
plete as possible its adoption ought not to be 
confined to the Republicans. If it is of value 
to them it will be of equal value to the Dem- 
ocrats. If it will secure honest primaries 
for the Republicans it will have the same re- 
sult for the Democrats. Both parties should 
take advantage of it, and if there is any de- 
fect in the law it will be all the more quickly 
discovered. The Young Democracy, we be- 
lieve, are already in favor of trying it, and we 
hope the Democratic commitiee will report 
favorably to its adoption. Having done this, 
having prepared the way for an honest elec- 
tion of delegates, which will be tantamount 
to honest nominations in convention, both 


parties should heartily join in ddopting the 


Citizens’ Association bill so that there may 
be an honest election. The same argument 
holds good in this case also. Republic- 
ans want honect elections and the 
Democrats claim that they want the 
same, and the new Election law 
was framed for that purpose. If adopted 
this fall it will have the test of two elec- 
tions—the municipal next spring and the 
county next fail—before the Leyislature 
meets again. The merits of the law and the 
machinery of election provided by it will be 
thus fairly tested, and if any defects or weak

THE LAW OF LIBEL IN MICHIGAN. 

A curious libel suit came to an end in De- 
troit Wednesday with a verdict of six cents 
damages for the plaintiff. This was a case in 
which a newspaper—the Detroit Free Press— 
in the exercise of what it deemed its duty as 
a publisher of the news of the day, and ac- 
cording to the universal usage of American 
dailies, had printed a synopsis of a declara- 
tion filed in a divorce case in the Superior 
Court district of Detroit. The Judge ruled 
adversely to the defendant throughout the 
proceedings. He enunciated it as the law 
that the publication of a declaration or com- 
plaint filed in court on the commencement of 
a suit is not privileged, and held that the 
newspaper which published it must prove the 
truth of the declaration or suffer in damages 
if it fails to do so; that it must justify 


in order to escape punishment. We 


believe this is the law laid down 
in the books and bequeathed to 
this generation by the harsh and unfriendly 
precedents of the English courts, made in 


many instances by Judges who themselves 


deserved to suffer, or perhaps had suffered, 
the castigations of the pamphleteers of their 
day. It seems, however, from the verdict of 
the jury in the Detroit case and in several 


others which have recently been decided, that 


in practice the law is not so stupid and vin- 
dictive as the Judges of some ot the courts 
would like to have it. Juries, when com- 
posed of reasonable and dispassionate men, 
will not impose cruel or unusual punishment 
upon any publisher who, in the course of his 
business as a collector and disseminator of 
the news, shall in good faith and without 
malice print a colorless synopsis of a deciara- 
tion filed in court in a suit at law. Malice is 
the essence and gist of all successful ac 
tions for libel prosecuted against news- 
papers. Seldom or never can it hap- 
pen that a newspaper publisher will 
be muicted in severe damages unless it 
can be demonstrated in court—first, that 
he has been actuated by some malicious 
feeling against the plaintiff in the case; or, 
second, that he has been guilty of unpardon- 
able negligence; or, third, that he has en- 


| deavored to justify and prove the truth of 


the alleged libel and has failed to do so. 
Simple errors arising from the haste which 
is unavoidable in consequence of the neces- 
sities of newspaper publications, when fol- 
lowed by a retraction upon information of 


and | the true facts of the case coming to the 


could allege that it did not publish the libels ; 
or, second, it could justify and if posst- 
ble prove that the averments of the 
wife’s declaration were true. The last plea 
was set up only in part, and testimony was 
produced to show that a number of the aver- 
ments contained in the bill of complaint were 
true, while it was admitted that others were 


true in part and false in part. Yet it seemed 


to be shown in a general way that the parts 
which were false were not those material 
allegations which reflected especially on the 
character of the plaintiff. Itcould not be 
shown that the plaintiff was a man of spot- 
less reputation, and his love affairs seemed 
to be of so miscellaneous and promiscuous a 
nature that apparently in the minds of the 
jury a few specific allegations as to immoral 
acts, more or less, could not damage him in 
excess of the sum of six cents, which was 
awarded him as damages. Under the Michi- 
gan practice, moreover, the verdict, being for 
a less sum than $50, did not carry costs with 
it, and the plaintiff consequently will be 
taxed for his own bill of costs, amounting to 
several hundred dollars. 

The apparent delight with which Judge 
Chipman announced, and enforced, and 
rammed down the throats of the Michigan 
jury the barbarous law of libel which used 
to prevail in England, but is becoming rapidly 
obsolete in practice in this country, does not 
speak well for the impartiality of the Michi- 


gan courts. This Judge, we believe, was the 


same person who saw fit to animadvert 
very severely from his own bench upon the 
conduct of the Supreme Court of his State— 
a proceeding which, for lack of dignity and 
decorum, is almost unprecedented in the 
jurisprudence of the United States. It is to 
be hoped that the people of Detroit and 
Michigan may elevate to judicial positions in 
the future lawyers who are less attached to 
the intolerant and harsh precedents of the 
English courts in the last century against the 
press, and who are more disposed to illu- 
minate their decisions with nineteenth cent- 
ury wisdom and liberality.

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SENATOR HOAR’S SPEECH. 

Upon taking the chair to preside over 
the Massachusetts Republican Convention 
Wednesday Senator Hoar pitched his speech 
to the keynote of equal political rights al- 
ready sounded by John Sherman in Ohio and 
reéchoed in the platform of the New York 
Republicans. The distinguished Senator has 
served upon Congressional investigation 
committees and therefore spoke from au- 
thority and with personal knowledge of his 
subject. Thus in the three great States of 
Ohio, New York, and Massachusetts an hon- 
est vote in the South comes to the front as a 
Republican issue, 


Senator Hoar, though his speech contained. 


an eloquent tribute to the courage, capacity, 
and constancy of the South, left no doubt as 
to his position on this issue, and there need 
be no doubt that his sentiments reflect those 
of all other Massachusetts Republicans, He 


placed himself upon the broad statement, 


that ‘‘in many States of the South, enough 
in number to change the result in the elec 
tion of the President and to change the ma- 
jority in the House of Representatives, the 
Republican party has been deprived by the 
Democratic minority of its right to vote and 
its right of free discussion”—a result ac- 
complished on the one hand by violence and 
crime aud on the other band by fraudulent 
counting of election returns. This stat ment 
remains unchallenged. It is supported, as 
Senator Hoar says, by a great mass of public 
testimony taken by order of Congress, by 
abundant admissions of the Southern Demo- 
cratic press and private acknowledgments of 
Southern Democrats, as well as by the uni- 
form testimony of Republicans in the States 
concerned. It exists to its most dangerous 
extent in the three Republican States of 
Mississippi, South Carolina, and Florida, 
and more or less in Louisiana, 
Georgia (whose Governor says that he 
cannot charge it), Alabama, and Virginia. 
In the latter State, where Fitzhugh Lee is 
now conducting his campaign upon the 
bloody-shirt methods by appealing to the peo- 
ple in a manner to arouse their hatred of the 
negro and the North, and going about the 
State escorted by ex-Rebel soldiers flying the 
Rebel flag, the only demand of the Repub- 
licans is that they shall be permitted to exer- 
cise their constitutional rights and that every 
citizen of Virginia, biack or ‘white, shall be 
allowed to vote. The appeal of itself is an 
unanswerabie reply to the Bourbon denials. 
If every citizen of Virginia were allowed to 
vote would he waste his time in clamor- 
ing for the privilege ? If every. citizen of 
Mississippi is allowed to vote and his vote can 
be honestly counted would the Republican 
State Committee decline to put candidates in 
the field this fall and make public procla- 
mation ‘of the fact, reciting as the reason 
that even if they were permitted to vote 
their votes would not be counted where an 
honest return would defeat the Bourbons ? 
Senator Hoar’s remedies for this condition 
of Southern politics are various in number, 
butthey are all based upon common hon- 
esty, fairness, and justice. He would have 
it made impossible for any President to be 
fraudulently elected; a House of Represent- 


atives who will not allow any man to take a 


stolen seat; the ostracism of men who com- 
mit these frauds; the passage by Congress of 
laws to restrain and suppress such frauds; 
the choice of an Executive honest enough to 
enforce the laws and courageous enough not 
to pander to the corruptionists and law- 
breakers; the spread of education and the 
elevation of public sentiment; and manly 
and dignified appeal to the South itself to 


desist from such practices and to concede 
their constitutional rights to all citizens, In 


all this there is no sectional prejudice, no 
factional bitterness. The plea of Senator 


Hoar is founded upon eternal justice 


and truth. It is not intended to 
reopen old wounds or to revive old and dead 
issues fought out twenty years ago. It is a 
plain, manty, dignified protest against the 
unjust absorption of political power by force 
and fraud and a demand that if Presidential 
Electors are given to the South on account of 
the negro population, then that population 
must have the right of free and unrestricted

Morrison. To this proposition it must be 
answered in the first place that the State- 
House Commission have authority todo noth- 
ing of the kind, because it would be a palpa- 
ble violation of the law. They have no 
right to take money which was voted for the 
completion of the State-House and divert it 
to the erection of statues.

Even if it were legal to expend com- 
pletion „ money for such a purpose the list 
of persons whom the State-House Commis- 
sion propose illegally to honor would be 
open to criticism. Why should Edwards, 
Bond, and Breese be selected, and Douglas, 
Palmer, and Shields be left out? If Bill 
Morrison is to be chosen, why should Bill 
Springer be omitted? Are not his services 
as distinguished as Morrison’s? Have not 
E. B. Washburne and John Wentworth cut a 


larger figure in the history of Illinois and in 


the National service than Morrison? Mor- 
rison had a military career of a few 
months, has been a member of the Lower 
House of Congress, assumed the authorship 
of ta or three abortive tariff bills which 
were defeated by his own party, and could 


not even command his own party’s vote 


for United States Senator. Why is he to 
be preferred over such men as Abraham 
Lincoln, Stephen A. Douglas, Gen. Palmer, 
E. B. Washburne, and other eminent sons 
of Illinois, compared with whose fame his 
own shines like a farthing rushlight? If 
the State-House Commission are looking for 
eminent Democrats, why, in addition to Bill 
Springer, did they omit that great apostle of 
Democracy, whose eagle once flew from the 
waves of the Atlantic and never stopped 
until he bathed his tired pinions in the 
sprays of the Pacific—our Carter? The 
best thing the State-House Commission can 
do is to withdraw their list before the law 
compels them todoso. When the proper 
time comes for the statuary scheme, the Leg- 
islature will originate it and carry it out 
under the law. 


THE MAYORALTY CONTEST. 
It is now understood that Messrs. Trum- 


bull, Story, and Brandt, in furtherance of 
their policy of delay in the Mayoralty con- 
test, will plead the statute of limitations 
against the entire proceedings, and will en- 
deavor to confine the contest to a trial of the 
specific allegations of fraud against the 7 
persons named by the contestants and to aah 
vent a recount of the votes. ‘The desperate 
tactics pursued by these three lawyers to pro- 
erastinate the contest are in themselves a 
confession that they have no confidence in the 
merits of theif tlient’s cause. It amounts to 
a confession on their part that he was 
whipped at the election, and that a recount 
of the votes or an examination into the 
frauds will prove that Judge Smith was 
elected by a large majority. This is 
exactly the interpretation put upon their 
methods and tactics by .men of both 
parties—Democrats as well as Republicans. 
It is an ackniéwledgment by Carter Harri- 
son, by his friends and henchmen, and by 
his three lawyers that they believe he was 
beaten, and that if the prosecution were al- 
lowed to proceed toa prompt and thorough 
investigation it would show that he was hold- 
ing an office belonging to his opponent; that 
Judge Smith was fairly elected, and that 
Harrison has usurped the seat he is now 
holding.

majority. They would want to remove at 
once the dark cloud which now hangs over 
him, so that he could hold up his head when 
he meets honest citizens, and they would go 
clear to the very bottom if they thought the 
Republicans committed the frauds, without 
interposing a quibble or offering a suggestion 
which would cause delay. They would urge 
the court to speedy action continually. 

It is only desperate and guilty rogues who 
seek to delay the progress of their cases and 
to thwart justice when brought up for trial 
on criminal charges. No man who is inno- 
cent fears investigation. He challenges it 
boldly and demands that it shall be speedy 
and thorough. It is the guilty man who 
shuffles, evades, and quibbles, and seeks to 
stave off atrial and verdict. It is the same 
in this contest. The de facto and his three 
lawyers believe that he was not elected, and 
hence by every quirk and quibble known to 
the law and familiar to cunning, sLrewad 
practitioners they are determined to prevent 
the ascertainment of facts. If the three 
lawyers were candid enough to say what 
they really believe they would come into 
court and declare: ‘‘We are satisfied that 
our client was beaten and we are afraid that 
arecount and inspection of the votes will 
show that Judge Smith was fairly and hon- 
estly elected; hence we don’t want to go 
down to the bottom of the fraud.” 

That is what they would say if they gave 
expression to their actual beliefs; and it is 
what every Democrat who voted for Harri- 
son believes. He has charged that the alleged 
frauds were committed by Republicans. If 
he thinks so, then it is an additional argu- 
ment why he should court a prompt investi- 
gation; for, if it were true, then it would 
increase his vote.

Now as to some of Young’s statements and 
omissions. It was shown at the triat of Will- 
jam Thomas and this partner at Geneva, 
Kane County, that a piece of paraffine 
candle bad been cnt from a candice ina 
Sandwieh grocery store and given to a sis- 
ter of Wilham Tuomas, with which to 
mummate a Chinese lantern. Dr. R. U. Piner 
of this city, througb peculiar marks upon the 
candle-ends made by the knife of the grocer, 
and more particulariy by a small. pin-iike air- 
-bubbie found to have been divided in cleaving 
“tne candle in twain, convinced the jury by 
ocu ar dem@nstration that the tip of paraffine 
found in Allen’s house fitted upon the other 
portion rema ning on the shelves of the gro- 
cery store, and it was proven by competent 
and unimpeachable witnesses that the littie 
Sister of William Thomas bad taken that bit of 
candle to ner (and Willam Thomas’) home in 
Sandwich, Mr. James Young did not 
say how it was that Miss Lib 
bie Allen, daughter of the - murdered 

man, suddenly awakened by the pistol shots, 
had beard the voice and seen the iace and 
form of Will Thomas the night ot the killing, 
and so testified, unequivoealiy, upon the trial. 
Those who were with ber when she beard him 
speuk and looked upon him for the first time 
subsequent to the shooting will never forget 
the occasion. This was in Sycamore Jali at 
about the date of the indietment of the parties 
charged with the assasination, and not, as 
claimed by some, while the trial was in prog- 
ress and in oren court. When asked if the 
prisoner at the bar (Tuomas) was the man she 
saw in the haliway, barebeaded, escaping from 
the place after the shooting, she exciaimed: 
“That is the man! It was brought about in 
this way: Miss Allen, having a knowledge 
of music, Detective Whipple of Capt. Turtle’s 
agency—who bad charge ot this case from 
first to last—believed if the murderer couid be 
brought before ber and caused to speak ex- 
citediy. and naturally she would at least recog- 
nize the voice. Therefore. upon a certain 
morning, Miss Allen was taken to the Sheriff's 
apart ts of Sycamore Jail and placed in an 
apartment opening from the parlor. She sat 
behind the partiy opened door, in perfect dark- 
ness, her chair being located opposit the crev- 
joe at the door-binge, whence she could hear 
and see Nae Se gana in the other room. Whipple 
seated bimseit a little distance from a va- 
unt chair, 2 k in band, and Sheriff Hol- 
comb, wholived in the County Buiding, in- 
troduced the five prisoners to the 
parior, m whioh the lights were burn- 
ing brightly. The prisoners—Emmons, Thomas, 
and the others were called in separately and 
questioned as to their guilt or innocence-in the 
When William Thomas left the 
room and Miss Allen and Detective Whipple 
were alone, the young woman exciaimed, in a 
weak but perfectly audibie tone: „That s the 
man, Mr. Whipple—that’s the man!“ When 
the detective went to the room in which she 
sat she was in a taint and fast losing conscious- 
ness. With the aid of the Sheriff and members 
of bis family she was partly restored, but had 
to be lifted into the carriage for her return to 
ber home, so completely was she unnerved by 
beboiding the face and orm and hearing the 
woll-temembered voice of the man who had, 
as s he believed and still believes, murdered her 
father. 

Mr. James Young did not explain the several 
preceding attempts to show that somebody 
else, and not Thomas and his fortunate assist- 
ants and accompiiees, bad killed Mr. Alien; 
nor did he explain several other important 
points of evidence, such as confessions of pur- 

tles conniving, if not aid ug. in the crime; nor 
did be propose remaiumg in Joliet while Will 
Thomas himself stopped there—a man who had 
made confession to a committee of Sandwich 
citizens that he (Tbomas), Emmons, and others 
home talent entirely— ad truly conspired to 
go to Allen's house and rob it of us supposed 
valuable contents. 

These are only a few of the inconsistencies 
which Mr. James Young did not stop to ex- 
plain before skipping out from Joliet.

EX-GOV. GLICK’S COaL BILLS. 


THE KANSAS STATESMAN SAYS THEY WERE 
ALWAYS PAID, AND THAT PUSBEY IS THE 
GUILTY ONE. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Oct. 1.—/Special.|— 
The charge of the ex-penitentiary clerk, James 
Pusey, now under sentence of eight years for 
forgery and the emvezziement of $4,000, that 
‘while be was clerk and Glick was Governor he 
shipped four cars of penitentiary -coal to 
Glick which did not appear on the books and 
were never paid for, caused @ sensation in po- 
litical circles. Ex-Gov. Glick does not deigu 
to reply to the charge publicly, but ‘today he 
wrote the followihg to a man in Leavenworth: 

Mr. Covert of Atchison has for the last tweive or 
thirteen years kept me in coal. He has placed it 
im my cellar without any eure or required atten- 
tion on my part. In cases when I needed fuel 1 
asked Pusey to send it to Mr. Covert, who took 
charge of it and placed it in my cellar, When 
Pusey came to Topeka—which he did almost every 
month—he called on me and got the amount 
due. I took no receipt and thought nvth- 
ing of it, nor did 1 suspect anything wrong 
on his part. I do not think that Col. Jones ever 
knew that Pusey sold me the coal, as I never spoke 
to him about it, and generally gave the order to 
Pasey by telephone. 1 now think Pusey stole 
more than was supposed. I paid bim for the coal 


before he fied. So if the money is not accounted 
for he stole it, or pérhaps placed it in with what 
they call the dual receipts,”’ in which case the 
Credit might not show on the books, even though 
Pusey paid in the money. But my conviction is 
that he stole it.
